Standards For Law Lists 


Chicago, Illinois—Clarification 
of standards for approval of law 
lists and provision for issuance 
of certificates of compliance with 
those standards are requested by 
the Special Committee on Law 
Lists of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation in the report filed by its 
‘~hairman, Stanley B. Houck, 
Minneapolis, for presentation at 
the annual meeting of the Asso- 
ciation in Indianapolis, Septem- 
ber 29 to October 3. 

The report of the committee 
calls for amendment of the rules 
and standards of the American 
Bar Association as to law lists, 
with the principal changes mak- 
ing all lists of attorneys at law 
subject to application of the 
standards, and providing for the 
issuance of certificates of com- 
pliance with the standards fol- 
lowing investigation of law lists 
and directories by the committee. 

A major problem confronting 
the committee is cited as the 
publication of lists of lawyers in 
connection with 
legal treatises, lists of banks, ac- 
countants, adjusters, notaries 
public, justices of the peace, and 
similar materials. In such in- 
stances the approval of the list 


by the committee can extend 
only to the list of lawyers and 
not to the other materials pub- 


lished therewith.

No decision has ever been 
handed down by the Wagner 
Board relating to law offices, but 
this does necessarily mean 
there has never been one since 
many NLRB complaints are set- 
tled in the field.

Lack of a test case involving 
law office coverage may be due 
to the fact that attorneys usual- 
ly do not join unions.

Of- 
fices employes also are not in- 
clined to unionize and this also
